Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to Applicant's argument that Lagarde "fails to 
suggest encrypting image data and transmitting the image data to destination web service",one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA1981); lnreMerck&Co.,800 F.2d 1091,231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). As to Applicant's argument that the Smith patent 
precludes the use of a downloaded encryption key from the destination web service, Applicant is directed to column 4, lines 56-65 of the 
Smith patent. It clearly states that if the web service is within the firewall of the server there is no re-encryption of the image data. Thus, 
the encryption key of the server is the encryption key of the recipient. As to Applicant's argument against the Schneier reference, the 
arguments are generic allegations with no support provided. 
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
